Wilmington officials met with 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works repre- 
sentatives Monday night to air their 
views on the proposed one-way 
detour around the Burlington Ave- 
nue bridge. The detour would be in 
effect for an approximate four to 
six month period during construc- 
tion to replace the present bridge. 

According to Joseph Libuda of 
Storch Engineering, the firm 
taking on the project, original plans 
called for keeping the bridge open 
to traffic during the construction 
phase 

The detour plan, to, divert traffic 
onto Aldrich Road, Boutwell 
Street, Chestnut Street and Butters 
Row, was adopted for two main 
reasons, he said, to reduce the time 
needed for construction of the 
bridge, and to lower the cost for the 
entire project. 

Town officials were not against 
the idea of a detour. 

"We could live with two-way 
traffic, properly controlled,” said 
Police Chief Bobby Stewart 
However, he and others were 
firmly against making the route 
one-way. 

Officials cited many reasons why 
they opposed the one-way plan. 

Chief Stewart said, with a one- 
way street, he would expect to see 
an increase in traffic and accidents, 
expecially in such a "low-visibility 
area.” Right now, he said, the 
would-be reckless driver is con- 
tained because he has to watch out 
‘oncoming traffic in the other lane. 

Selectman Bob Cain pointed to 
anticipated problems with emer- 
gency vehicles, especially with 
Deming Way and its elderly resi- 
dents nearby. 

All seemed to agree that the plan 
would prove a "tremendous incon- 
venience” to people in that area and

Libuda agreed, though, that there 
seemed to be some major concerns 
to be addressed. 

Rocco DePasquale asked what 
accomodations would be made for 
therchants whose businesses are 
slated for relocation from the 
center. He said that as a survivor of 
the Rte. 129 bridge project near his 
restaurant and the victim of subse- 
quent inconvenience and loss of 
revenue, he was totally sensitive to 
the merchant's side. 

Libuda assured those present that 
the whole relocation process would 
be handled before the detour is 
even set up. First the state plans to 
build the two connector roads 
which will act as a by-pass around 
the present center area, he said. 
Then it will address new driveways 
for Sweetheart Plastics and 
Diamond Crystal Salt Co. Only 
after this is done will the construc- 
tion of a new bridge begin.

A public hearing on the entire 
project is expected to be held in 
December, though town officials 
asked that it be scheduled after Jan. 
1 because of the holidays.

Winrow mentoned that fuel in 
Massachusetts can be a problem. "It 
is more important to heat homes 
than to run gas turbines.” 

Stapezynski said that, to the 
contrary, the Arthur D. Little 
Company had assured him that the 
future of gas supplies in Massa- 
chusetts "looks good.”

of electricity was Walter Winrow, 
business development engineer, from General Electric, 


Winrow adding a last thought of 
having a number of gas turbines, in 
plants around the town, ready to 
"add to the power” when the power 
load gets high. 

The speaker, Walter Winrow, 
had been introduced by Nicki 
Johnson, chairman of the power 
study committee of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce. She told 
the audience that the committee had 
been formed when “they (the 
Reading Light Commissioners) told 
us to go play in our own back 
yard.” 

Winrow, a business development 
engineer from General Electric in 
Schenectady, New York, defined 
co-generation as "the simultaneous 
production of electric power and 
heat from a single source.” 

Co-generation is, today, favored 
under the Public Utilities Regu- 
latory Policies Act (PURPA) an act 
passed by Congress about the usage 


of excess power, with reference to 
power plants. It has been tested in 
the US Supreme Court, which 
voted 8-0 in favor. 

AS a result co-generation is 
exempt from federal and state 
utility regulation. There are lenient 
tax incentive credits, and a liberal 
depreciaton program, taxwise 
Instead of 15 years, co-generation 
plants can get depreciation in from 
five to 10 years. 

The Proctor & Gamble plant, in 
Oxnard, California, was cited as a 
good example. General Electric 
had provided the power sources 
and the savings is up to 100,000 
barrels of oil in a year. 

Another place which Winrow 
cited as the Occidental Chemical 
plant in Florida. He did not go into 
details, in that case. 

Winrow, as could be expected, 
discussed the part of General 
Elec tric plays in producing co 
generation facilities 

It can produce gas turbines 
capable of generating up to 75 
MGW. It put those turbines 
together. It has, at this timeover 
500 steam turbines generating 
electricity in co-generation 

General Electric has 2700 field 
engineers, in cogeneration and 
10,000 craftspeople, around the 
globe. In the past two years it has 
been involved in the installation of 
over 300 co-generation plants. It 
can work withoutside engineering 
firms, in full range, and has been 


doing so for years. 

General Electric can own and 
operate plants for firms or 
municipals desiring such a package. 
It_can also provide ® “turnkey 
installation.”

They did it in reverse. They had 
sticcess at first, rather than siccess 
at last. They did it in their first of 
three tries with a piece of 
equipment that hadn't been 
operated in over 50 years and set a 
record in the process. 

They'll be the first to admit all 
they were trying to do was have a 
little fun and not embarrass 
themselyes. But, there's not much 
embarrassment when you can pump 
water from a 187-year-old hand 
tub a distance of 104 feet 6 inches to 
become the third winner of the 
George Sinclair Award. 

They're also proud to tell you that 
they're members of the Tewksbury 
Fire Department and that the pump 
they used is among the oldest 
working hand operated and fully 
commissioned pieces of 
firefighting equipment in the 
northeast. 

That vintage 1798 hand tub, 
known to many town residents 
simply as the Old Wamesit Hand 
Tub, was wheeled onto a field in 
Warner Falls, New Hampshire on 
October 12 during a firefighter's 
muster. It was there that ten men, 
five on each side of the rotary 
pump tub, kept turning the gear 
handles to produce a stream of 
water strong enough to dose a fire 
some 104 feet 6 inches away. 

It was the first time the Wamesit 
Hand Tub had been pumped since 
the town celebrated its 200th 
anniversary in 1934. 

It was not, however, the first time 
the pump had been entered into 
contests. Nor was it the first time 
Tewksbury firefighters have been 
involved in a muster, a contest in 
which firefighting teams compete 
against each other in such events as 
hose races, water polo, and bucket 
brigades in a fun filled almost 
carnival type atmosphere. . 

While musters are primarily 
designed to keep firefighting skills 
sharp, there are also categories for 
the best appearing historical 
firefighting piece of equipment. 
The Old Wamesit Hand Tub has 
won its share of those appearance 
awards at some of the 18 yearly 
Musters sponsored by the Mass 
Muster League, 

But, it was at a recent Mass. 
Muster League sponsored event in 
Pepperell that Tewksbury's muster 
team Captain Dan Donovan found 
out there was an invitational 
competition for historic hand tub 
pumping sponsored by the New 
England States Muster League. 

“We brought it (hand tub) to 
Pepperell’s muster and they said, 
‘are you going to be bringing that 
up to Wamer,’" Donovan related. 

The Tewksbury team accepted 
that invitation fully expecting they 
would come no where near the 
championship. 

A pumping team made up of 
Donovan, "Bunky” Holden, Steve 
Powers, Robbie Little, Dave Levy, 
Ed Briggs, Mike Sitar, Jerry 
Colton, Ed Kearns, Kearns’ son 
Joe, and Halden's son Tim were 
joined by several other firefighters 
and their families in attendance at 
the weekend long muster conducted 
in conjunction with the yearly 
Warner Falls Foliage Festival. That

festival is held in mid-October each * 


year in a pretty part of the country 
not too distant from Lake Sunapee, 
New Hampshire. 

No one expected to win. They 
went up just to make a showing in 
the contest for the George Sinclair 
Award marking excellence in 
several classes of small hand tub 
pumping. 

The competition, named for the 
87-year-old retired firefighter who 
was in attendance, pits fire 
departments from throughout the 
northeast region against each other 
in a test to see which can shoot a 
stream of water the furthest. There 
were six teams competing this year, 
including one from New York 
State, and one from Quebec, 
Canada. 

“When we went to Warner with 
this (hand tub) we had no intention 
or expectations of winning. It 
surprised us as much as. anyone 
else. We were just hoping we 
wouldn't embarrass ourselves,” 
said dispatcher and team member 
Jerry Colton. Colton had the 
distinction of holding the hose 
nozzle because a broken hand he 
suffered during a bucket brigade 
contest at an earlier muster 
prevented him from turning one of 
the two gear arms on the tub. 

"We didn't expect to go up there 
and blow doors off everybody,” 
echoed firefighter and team 
member Steve Powers. 

But that is precisely what they 
did. They were given a 15 minute 
time limit in which to produce 
three streams of water.-The 400 to 
500 pound hand drawn Wamesit 
tub, the oldest tub at the event, was 
pulled out to a firing line and filled 
to capacity with about 60 gallons of 
water. 

The ten men, five to each side, 
positioned themselves on the 
pumping arms of the tub and 
started churning away. Colton 
pointed the nozzle down field and 
watched as the stream carried out 
over a snow fence covered with 
brown paper. After a few minutes 
of pumping, the men took a 
breather. When rested, they 
resumed their churning motion 
which can be likened to performing 
continuous bench presses, or very 
vigorous workouts on a nautilus 
machine. 

After each of their three attempts, 
officials measured the distance 
Tewksbury's water stream reached 
by seeking out the point on the 
brown paper at which the droplets 
of water ceased being the size of a 
quarter. The water from the stream 
will go further but because it has 
“got to be a big enough drop of 
water to put out a flame,” Donovan 
said the measurement stops when 
the drops reduce to below quarter 
size 

Tewksbury’s team found out their 
first shot went 104 feet 6 inches, 
shattering the record of 87 feet 3/4 
inch thrown by a Troy, New 
Hampshire team last year and 
besting second place Bethel, 
Connecticut's 95 foot best effort. 
Bethel's tub, dating back to 1815, 
was also the second oldest in 
Tewksbury’s class while the pump 
on Troy's 1829 tub was built by the 
same company. 

Tewksbury’s shortest distance 
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was measured at 101 feet. For 
comparison, diesel powered fire 
pumper trucks of today can throw a 
stream of water over 250 feet. 

The old Wamesit Hand Pump was 
purchased by private industry and 
attached to a water tub built by 
local people in 1798. It provided 
protection for- the mills in 
Belvidere Village and the homes in 
the Wamesit area of North 
Tewksbury. However, when 
Belvidere Village was annexed to 
become part of the City of Lowell, 
the hand pump went to Lowell. (See 
separate story for history of the 


pump.) - 

Deputy Fire Chief James Morris 
proudly proclaims that the Wamesit 
Hand Tub "is still in service" at the 
Tewksbury Fire Department and 
that "we'll keep it in service for 
these musters and parades, but it'll 
probably never be used te fight 
fires again.” 

The next time the Wamesit Hand 
Tub leaves the Tewksbury fire 
station may be nest year when the 
muster team brings it to Bethel, 
Connecticut to defend their Sinclair 
Award. 


The 187-year-old Wamesit Hand 
Tub which Tewksbury firefighters 
recently coaxed into producing a 
104 foot 6 inch stream of water 
certainly has a long history, most of 
which is yet to be uncovered. 

It is believed the pump was 
purchased by private industry in 
1798 for the protection of a mill in 
the Wamesit section of North 
Tewksbury, part of which now 
belongs to Lowell. When that 
section of Wamesit was annexed to 
help create Lowell, the pump and 
water tub it was seated into 
apparently went along with the 
deal.

The pump itself, a cast iron 
cylinder with rotary gears and two 
gear handles, was bought by private 
industry from Ashel Hubbard of 
the Hubbard pump company in 
Proctorsville, Vermont. Hubbard 
pump became known as National 
Hydraulic in 1829. The company 
moved to Windsor, Vermont in 
1839, 

Hubbard only made the pump. It 
is believed that blacksmiths living 
in the Wamesit area in 1798 are the 
ones who built the actual tub and 
placed the pump inside it. However, 
the records are unclear as to how 
the tub was made or bought. But, 


the touch of a blacksmith is evident 
in the structure itself, 

The hand drawn tub and pump 
was apparently kept in the mills of 
the Belvidere Village section of 
Wamesit until it was purchased or 
given to the people of the village 
around 1833. Records show the 
people of the village appropriated 
$150 in 1833 to buy hoses, fittings 
and nozzles for the hand tub, but 
left unclear whether the tub was 
given to residents. 

Nonetheless, ownership of the 
pump and tub went to Lowell when 
sections of the Belvidere Village 
area of Wamesit were among the

land annexed from several 
surrounding towns to create the 
City of Lowell. At one time, 
Tewksbury's northern border went 
as far as the Merrimack River. 
Apparenuly, the mill and houses the 
Wamesit Hand Tub was there to 
protect were within that area of 
land taken for Lowell. 

Tewksbury records show little 
mention of the Wamesit Hand Tub 
until the town's 200th anniversary 
in 1934. The 200th anniversary 
committee committee asked then 
Lowell Mayor James J. Bruin to 
rewrn the hand tub to its rightful 
owner, the Town of Tewksbury, as 
a gesture of goodwill. Mayor Bruin 
was somehow able to convince the 
City Council to go along with that 
request and returned the hand wb. 


After receiving a litte paint and 
decor, the hand wb was displayed 
during a ceremony on the town 
common in 1934. To the surprise 
of many, the cast iron pump was 
found to need little repair work and 
was used to produce a small stream 
of water.

The tub was featured in 
the Bicentennial parade, but was 
not publicly operated during the 
Bicentennial in town, 

It must recently was displayed 
during the town's 250th 
anniversary parade and at the 
Patten Public Library. 

It wasn't until the firefighters 
received an invitation to enter the 
tub into a small hand tub 
competition was it discovered it 
Could still operator so well.

be shut off from the hearing room. 

The first of the controversial 
cases was to convert a single family 
dwelling on Pike Street to a 
multiple family dwelling. Atlomey 
Kevin Sullivan was the spokesman. 

The second case was for land 
behind the Pike Restaurant, on 
Main Sweet. The appeal was to 
allow for extended use of two 
driveways which go past that 
restaurant, to the property in back. 

The third case, equally 
controversial in the eyes of 
neighbors, was for what was called 
"the water slide case,” on property 
just south of the Pike Restaurant. 

All three properties are near the 
Heartland store. Neighbors 
included complaints about traffic 
from that store, and water 
problems, in their comments. 

"Home owners do not get 
anywhere” Lorraine Maciel of 
Senaca Road told the board. The 
only thing the board listens to, she 
said, was builders and developers. 
“They do not live here.” 

Sullivan had told the board that 
the old farmhouse, dating back to 
1890, had many people living in it 
over the years. It was a home for 
many families when the town 
adopted a new zoning bylaw in 


1969, and thus acquired 
“grandfather” rights. The 
farmhouse, he said, was 


non-conforming. There were eight 
apartments in there. 

James Collins, 119 Pike street 
said there was "very poor control” 
at the old farmhouse. He spoke of 
drunks and dnig users. The place, 
he said, is "no enhancement” to the 
neighborhood. 

Collins was followed by a man 
with pictures of many broken down 
cars in the yard. There were, the 
board was told “15 wrecks,” cars 
without engines and without tires. 

Others told of similar problems, 
but not from the old Pike farm. 
Chairman Carciofi had to warn 
them not to wander afield in their 
talks. 

Sullivan agreed there were 
problems. He would put up a 
$5,000 bond he said, and would see 
that shrubbery was planted. “I 
recognize that he (the previous 
speaker) is right and guarantee that 
the place will be kept in proper 
condition.” 

Marilyn Skowranski spoke of the 
same problems on Navillus Road. 
Others spoke of taking their 
problems to the building inspector. 

Bill Granfield spoke up several 
times. He said the Town Counsel 
has a different opinion of what the 
laws say, and even if the law does 
apply, Sullivan will still have to get 
a building permit 

"If he says it is a single family 
house, that is what it is. You have to 
rezone (in town meeting) to get 
multi family dwelling (MFD). You 
cannot give the variance,” he said 
while adding, "You have to have 
firewalls between the apartments.” 

Carciofi said he would consult 
with town counsel about the matter. 

Walter Maciel told of buying an 
acre of land and beings shown the 
place where the Heartland store is 
today. Now there is a big garage, 
and noise going on all night. "It is 
ridiculous.” 

Appeals board member Bruce 
Gordon remembered the garage 


from the days he was a boy. “We 

have to try to straighten out this 

mess.” 

Later Gordon told the neighbors 
that he was with them. The appeal 
board, he said, can grant variances 
with controls. Once the property 
owner violates those controls “we 
can lift” the variance. 

Granfield si "I send out 
(violation) notices. I have to go to 
the District Court and take out 
complaints. But our town bylaws 
have no provisions for fines. There 
is one now, but there wasn't one 
then. 

“I have been trying to get to the 
Town Counsel for two years” to 
discuss the matter he said. 

Sullivan said, however, "The 
building inspector has the power to 
go to court and get an order for the 
removal of the cars.” 

The appeals board voted 
unanimously to table the case until 
Mr. Sullivan writes a proposed 
decision, and it is forwarded to the 
Town Counsel for his review. 

The cases of the property behind 
the Pike restaurant, and the 
property beside the Pike restaurant 
were each individual appeals, but 
with many things in common. 
Richard Cuoco, engineer, wanted 
to discuss them at the same time. 
His point was that access routes,on a 
busy street like Route 38, should be 
kept to a minimum. 

With the exception of the Pike 
House, he said, all the land is owned 
by a man named Parisi. The land is 
zoned for heavy industry 

Traffic worried those who spoke 
in opposition. Mrs, Robert Haines, 
495 Main St., and Nick Hapshe, 509 
Main St., told how the “Heartland 
case” created hardships for 
everyone. They told of screeching 
brakes all night long, and of truck 
sin Heartland. 

“I called up Heartland” Hapshe 
said, "and the phone rang for 10 
minutes without an answer.” 

Perry Stopes, 485 Main St. had a 
similar tale to tell. He cannot back 
out of his driveway. Instead he now 
goes down to the town hall area, 
and tums around there, and drives 
back toward his house. 

Hapshe had a similar story of 
going down to the center to tum 
around because of Heartland 
traffic, "Give the town a break” he 
said. 

Cuoco said the reason he wished 
to have both lots discussed at the 
same time was "because we want to 
contol access” to Main Street. 

A lady from Edward Street 
complained of water on that street. 

Paul McCoy of Edward Street, 
speaking of Heartland, said "I had a 

garden. Now I have three feet of 
water.” 

The Board of Appeal cienied the 
petition for the lot behind the Pike 
restaurant. 

Kevin Sullivan discussed the

Deducting job hunting costs 

Looking for a new and better job? 
Keep careful records of your 
out-of-pocket expenses. Many of 
them are deductable, whether you 
get a new position or not. 

Even if you don't regularly 
itemize your deductions, you can 
take off the cost of traveling to and 
from job interviews, even what you 
spend for hotels and meals. And if 
you do itemize, you can include the 
cost of preparing, printing and 
sending resumes, and any fees that 
you pay to an employment agency. 

If you get that new job and have 
to move, your moving expenses 
may be deductable, too, if your new 
job is more than 35 miles from 
your home than the old job was. 
Deductions may include the cost of 
moving your family and household 
effects, plus temporary living 
expenses at the new location, even 
what you spend for househunting 
trips beforehand.

“waterside case,” planned to be 
located on the lot of land southerly 
of the Pike restaurant. The appeal 
was for a special permit, to allow a 
“water tunnel” and a snack bar. The 
owner was to be a Mr. Yager, a 
man who was present, and who was 
a world champion swimmer, with 
22 records.

“This process 
allows volunteers to channel money 
to important services in more than 
80 local communities as Well as see 
to it that essential operating costs 
are maintained,” notes Druzdis, a 
branch manager with the Hartford 
and Steam Boiler Co., Boston.

Druzdis is a member of the Social 
Services Committee, while Hartka 
is a member of the Visiting Nurse 
and Health Care Committee - two 
of six Citizen-Review groups with 
up to 25 members, which serve as 
forums for volunteers to pool their 
expertise. 


Throughout thes year, Hartka, 
Druzdis and fellow committee 
members review, then recommend 
allocations for several United Way 
agencies. "It's important to visit 
each agency and assess its 
objectives, programs, financial and 
managerial operations, and the 
target groups served,” Druzdis 
says. Hartka and Druzdis also must 
examine agencies applying for the 
first time. 


In assessing a community's needs, 
they follow an updated United Way 
criteria guide which ranks health 
and human services. Priorities for 
United Way funding now include 
emergency service (food, shelter), 
protective care for abused children 
and senior citizens, home health 
care and day care 

Hartka adds that recommending 
how United Way monies should be 
spent is more difficult than ever 
before. As a result of cutbacks in 
public funding and dramatic 
increases in the need for human 
services, many agencies are forced 
to rely more on the United Way. 


For Hartka and Druzdis, being 
Citizen-Review volunteers is worth 
all the time and effort. "When I saw 
how much could be gotten with a 
United Way dollar because of the 
large volunteer assistance,” Hartka 
says. "It inspired me to volunteer 
too.” 

Druzdis notes, "Citizen Review 
helps me to continue the hopes we 
had in the sixties as college students 
to make the world a better place.”

A talk by Kenneth Stuckey of 
the Perkins Institute of the 
Blind was delivered at the 
Tewksbury State Hospital this 
past weekend on the occassion 
of the dedication of the statue to 
commemorate the work Ann 
Sullivan did with Helen Keller 

Following is the text of that 


speech 


"She was a teacher for all 
seasons. She was earth and fire 
and water and air.” So con. 
cluded Mr. Anthony Ackerman. 
a teacher of the blind at 
Perkins in his play “The 
Inextinguishable.”' on the life of 
Anne Sullivan. 

But her association with the 
Perkins started long before the 
world was to acknowledge her 
role as the foremost teacher of 
the deaf-blind 

Michael Anagnos, the 
director of Perkins who ad 
mitted Annie to the school after 
she left Tewksbury in 1880, 
called her ‘Miss Spitfire” 
shortly after her arrival In 
recalling those days he wrote 

“When she was admitted to 
the institution. her stock of 
information was painfully 
meagre. Hence she was 
obliged to begin her education 
from the lowest and most 
elementary int. but she 
showed from the very start that 
she had in herself the force and 
capacity which ensures suc 
cess. The furnace of hardships 
through which she passed was 
not without beneficent 
results..An iron will” was 


hammered out on the anvil of 
misfortune 


graduated from 
sas veledictorian of her 
class in June 1886, not knowing 
what her future might bring 
Yet she certainly did know 
what her goal and that of her 
fellow students should be. In 
her graduation address she 
said 

“And now we are going oul 
into the busy world to take our 
share in life's burdens. to do 
our little to make that world 
better, wiser and happier.”

Fortified with the little 
knowledge there was of the 
care and education of the deaf 
blind, gleaned in her part from 
Dr. Howe's work with a young 
deaf-blind child named Laura 
Bridgman, and armed only 
with a strong determination 
and iron will to succeed, she set 
out on a journey thal would 
forever change the course of 
the education of the deaf-blind 
She would later return with her 
pupil to Perkins and there 
would develop even stronger 
bonds of friendship between 
Anagnos and the staff at 
Perkins. At times this 
relationship was put under 
stress, but it did survive the 
years, She “became by her owr 
unaided efforts one of the 


foremost teachers of her day 
using methods well in advance 
of her time. 


The legacy of Anne Sullivan 
can be seen daily at the Perkins 
in a residence named after her 
and Helen Keller, and also in a 
memorial garden in a cour 
tyard of the Howe Building The 
legacy is surely found in the 
dedication of teachers 
houseparents, child-care 
workers and numerous others 
who work with the deaf-blind 
Some of these individuals have 
made education and care of 
deaf-blind children their 
concern after reading about 
Annie or seeing William Gib- 
son's play “The Miracle 
Worker" 

On the Centennial of her birth 
in 1866, Perkins established 
with the Industrial Home for 
the Blind in Brooklyn, New 
York the Anne Sullivan Gold 
Medal Award offered for 
outstanding service to the deaf 
blind. 

At given intervals since its 
establishment, this award has 
been presented to more than 36 
selected recipients in the 
United States and other

neglected for years, and, even

“But that would take a lot of 
time and a lot of money,” she 
added, and the Ferreiras like 
travelling too much ‘annually, 
to Europe) to be able to afford 
complete restoration at the 
moment. 

Yet they have made imagin- 
‘ative improvements, with all 
the work completed by 
Americo Ferreira (“‘slowly, but 
with quality."’ according to his 
wife), including a plantation of 
Spreading yews that 
reproduces the curve of the 
house, installation of a curved 
flagstone walkway from front 
to back. and moving an old 
summer house, from a corner 
of the property, by placing it on 
logs and rolling it to the desired 
Spot. 


The continuing peccess of 
renovation has supplied a prov- 
ing-ground where, the 
Ferreiras admit. they've made 
some mistakes. 

“We put in a modern bath- 
room," Adelaide said. 

“Do you regret that” 

Yes." 

And “the traces of the old 
have mostly disappeared from 
this house,’’ Adelaide Ferreira 
added, with another touch of 
regret. But they had disap- 
peared before the Ferreiras 
arrived. 

Yet the Ferreiras have never 
regretted buying their cake 
house. “It's a nice feeling in- 
side.’ Adelaide said. ‘because 
you have your rooms all around 
you, and it’s an interesting 
challenge to arrange furniture 
and to decorate. Wallpay apering 
is very expensive. 
because of all the odd angles 
you have to do.” 

Situated on a hill, the house 
always has more light than 
most houses, thanks to its

around most of the building, 
like the large hand of a clock, 
from dawn to sunset. 

Yet the Ferreira octagon is 
not the only, but one of four 
octagon houses in Stoneham. 
The town may be, in fact, 
unique in the Commonwealth, 
the nation, and ghee even 
the world, for its number of 
octagon houses. According to a 
national list of 115 octagon 
houses, compiled in 1950, Mass- 
achusetts had 21. Of that 
number, Stoneham’s four 
comprise almost 20 percent 


An architectural oddity that 
is still ahead of its time, ac- 
cording to modern writers, the 
octagon house fad erupted, 
briefly, in the mid-nineteenth 
century. 

The octagon house was 
larized by Orson Squire 
Fowler, according to Leonard 
Todd, writing in the November 
1976 issue of “Americana.” 
Todd describes Fowler as “a 
self-taught and self-st pied 
authority on sveEne 50 
marriage come ne lo sex 
education to phrenotog * the 
analysis of character thou ha 
study of the bumps on people's 
heads. 

“Vastly popular as a writer 
and lecturer,’’ Todd continued, 

“Fowler was the Masters and 
Johnson, the Dear Abby, the 
Norman Vincent Peale of the 
Victorian era. In 1847, when he 
took time out from his other 
activities to build a home for 
himself, he became its Frank 
Lloyd Wright as well. 

“Experimenting with geom- 
etry. he found thal the octagon 

enclosed one-fifth more 

space than a square of the same 


perimeter. Therefore, he 
argued, a house whose plan was 
in the compact shape of gn 
octagon would be cheaper~to 
construct than traditional 
models, would admit increased 
sunlight, and would facilitate 
communication’ between 
rooms." 

Fowler's concept was an im- 
mediate success: it provided 
what people wanted to hear, 
and the octagon house fad was 
one. 

“Their great appleal,”" ac- 
cording to Todd, ‘‘was their 
practicality aman in Yonkers, 

ew York, built one so that his 
crippled wife might get about 
more easily: homeowners 
along the Atlantic coast erected 
octagons because they offered 
less resistance to the wind; and 
at least one builder chose 
the circular shape of the oc- 
tagon so that the Devil could 
never corner him.”* 

The octagon house has in- 
spired a mystery novel, excited 

T. Barnum to construct one 
to approximate the shape of his 
circus rings. and even led to 
octagonal-shaped windmills, 
seance pare and pigsties 

But the zest for the octagon 
shape was short- lived, ac- 
cording to Todd: “Enthusiasm 
for the octagon style had 
dwindled to zero by the time of 
Fowler's death. It was an 
important force only between 
1848, when Fowler first pub- 
lished ‘A Home for All,’ and 
1857,"' when he left his own five- 
story, sixty-room octagon at 
Fishkill. New York, complete 
with a central furnace, venti 
lating tubes, speaking tubes, 
dumbwaiter, hot and cold 
water and an indoor water- 
flush toilet
